Sec. Baker, Believes It 


Will Soon End 


Washington, Oct. 29.—Important 


developments are impending in the 
great war. Secretary Baker indicates 
in his official review of last week's 
operations on all fronts which con- 
cludes with the brief statement that 
certain units of the American forces 
in France have taken-their places on 
the battlefront to complete their 
training. 
This is the war depart- 
ment's first mention of the fact that 
General Pershing's men are on the 
firing line. 


It is the wave of activity during 


the week on nearly every front, how- 
ever, that caught the secretary's at- 
tention. 
Significant operations are 
in progress, he says, both east and 
west on the Italian fronts, in Mace- 
donia, Rumania, Mesopotamia, and 
even in East Africa. On the western 
front, he said, a new strategic re- 
treat of the German forces appears 
to be the next move expected and 
they must move back under critical 
circumstances from between the two 
wedges—those in Flanders and the 
Aisne—which have been driven re- 
lentlessly into their line by the 
British and the French. 
/ 
Italy is passing through a differ- 


ent moment, Mr. Baker says. 
The 


Austro-German drive is being press- 
ed forward by imposing forces. But 
once Italy stemmed the tide of an 
Austrian rush, under less favorable 
conditions for the defenders, he 
points out, and hurled the enemy 
back with only a taste of victory dur- 
ing the first days of his terrific on- 
slaught. Winter is now coming to 
the aid of the Italians.

AUSTRIA HOPES NEW 
VICTORY WILL HURRY 
/' "HONORABLE" PEACE 


Zurich, Oct 29.—Austrian hopes 


of a "speedy and honorable peace," 
has been raised by the Autsro-Ger- 
man successes on the Italian front, 
the president of the reichrath said in 
an address to the deputies, as quoted 
In Vienna dispatches. 
He admitted 
that there had been great anxiety in 
regard to Triest, which now had been 
removed. 
The report of the proceedings In 


parliament adds that the German and 
Polish deputies arose and cheered 
the emperor and the army, implying

that the Czechs did not Join in the 
demonstration. 


The safety of Triest seems to be 


the chief cause of rejoicing in Aus- 
tria. The Nene Frele Presse of Vi- 
enna says, that ever since Italy de- 
clared war the monarchy has not 
ceased to be anxious for that city. 
It speculates as to whether British 
and French Infantry 
will prove 


strong enough to prevent the col- 
lapse of Italy's war policy or wheth- 
er the mass of the population, rec- 
ognizing the seriousness of the situ- 
ation will become convinced peace 
Is necessary.

New York, Oct 29. — The power- 


ul Austro-German advance 
which 


has been pressing through the foot- 
hills of the Julian Alps into the 
plains of northern Italy Is being 
kept in check by the Italian forces 
which are faithfully fulfilling their 
dutj, it is officially announced by 
the war office in Rome today. 
London advices say «he Italians 
will be given all possible aid and 
•that steps already have aeen taken 
to this end. Presumably Italy's own 
reserves of men and guns have by 
this time been drawn up in notable 
volume and supplies hurried north- 
ward to reinforce the Italian armies 
in the great battle raging on the 
Friuli plain. 


Berlin reports that 100,000 men 
and 700 big guns were captured. 
The fall of Gorizia is a serious 


menace to the Italian troops holding 
the Carso line southward to the head 
of the Adriatic, but General Cadorna 
still would be able to offer stout re- 
sistance on a line running through 
Tolmezzo, Gemona, Udine, Buttrio 
and 
Gradisca. 
The capture 
of 


Gradisca by the Teutons, however, 
would make a retreat from the 
Carso inevitable and also somewhat 
of a difficulty. The line of the Tag- 
liamento river, it appears, would give 
the Italians the better natural posi- 
tion from which to hold the Ger- 
mans from the Venetian plains and 
the over-running of northern Italy.' 


While the whole Isonzo line is in 
grave danger, there is also a serious 
threat in the Teuton drive to the 
Italian line in the Carnic Alps and 
eve nin the Dolomites, north of Bel- 
luno. Apparently, Field Marshal von 
Mackensen is endeavoring to drive a 
wedge between the armies off the 
Carso front and those in the moun- 
tains northwest of Udine. 


Operations carried out by the Bel- 


gians and French looking toward the 
elimination of Houtholst forest, north 
of Ypres. are progressing favorably. 
The 
entire 
Merckemo peninsula, 
south of Dixmude, has been captured 
by allied troops, who have also 
taken Merckemo and several other 
villages west of the forest. 


The British hold the southern side 


of the forest and a continuation of 
the 
Belgo-French advance would 


make the German position untenable. 


A German retirement between 


Warneton and Dixmudc to straight- 
en out the line and eliminate the 
Ypres RsW'it is not unlocked for In 
German nfto£«ary circles.

There also is an allowance of $100 
for burial expenses and the section 
provides further for medical, surgi- 
cal and hospital services free. 


The third part of the law offers 


the soldier insurance from $.Wi to 
$10,000 at rates far below those of 
private Insurance companies. A man 
21 years old can buy this war insur- 
ance for 65 cents a thousand dol- 
lars for Instance.
